There will be new polling places 
for voters in precincts one, four 
and five this year. 

Voters inprecinct one, who voted 
in the state and congressional 
elections in November at a new 
polling place last November, will 
again return to the Doherty school, 
rather than the now defunct Central 
fire station. 

Precinct four voters, who for- 
merly used the Grange Hall on 
Shawsheen Road, will this year 
cast ballots at the new West Ele- 
mentary school addition, with 
access from High Plain road.

I was on the Foard during the 
building of the two elderly projects. 

We at this time are investigating 
the possibilities of more elderly 
housing, and are constantly watch- 
ing all legislation and new laws 
that are passed concerning housing 
in all aspects. 

The Board recently compiled a 
list of available plots and are 
looking into costs and feasibility 
of these areas, 

The veterans and the two elderly 
projects are built on former town 
owned land. This is the way costs 
were kept to a minimum, as rents 
in the projects are based on total 
cost. Town land not specially 
designated for a specific use is 
very scarce, thus addthe purchase 
price of land and it is pretty hard 
to come up with low rental housing. 
Recently legislation was passed 
on subsidising and the board is 
awaiting copies of these laws to 
see if anything can be done in 
Andover with them.

There is a crisis caused by 
uneven distribution of housing. The 
limited supply available in the 
suburbs effectively excludes many, 
including elderly and young- 
married natives. 

Until recently I assumed that 
Andover would wait until state 
government intervened, and I won- 
dered how long it would be before 
existing or proposed legislation 
would, in effect, turn over town 
zoning powers to the state. 

Fut we don’t have to resign 
ourselves to this. ‘“ederal and 
state programs can be used in 
many ways to provide housing 
consistent with the character of 
the town without seriously damag- 
ing the tax base. 

The Housing Authority has broad 
powers to study these numerous 
and complex programs and dis- 
tribute information about them to 
both public and private agencies. 

The Housing Authority should 
develop the expertise to promote 
maximum use of private develop- 
ment that is taxpaying before re- 
sorting to public projects which are 
not. 

Above all, I believe we must 
do our own planning before our 
plans are made for us. 

I am not yet an expert on the 
available programs -- but I am 
in a position to explore them je- 
cause my Company encourages 
this kind of activity and offers 
use of its facilities.

In the evolution of Jazz ‘*Roogie 
Woogie” like ‘‘Fagtime’’ must 
be accepted as a Jazz style for 
the piano. 

Although some records show that 
a pianist by the name of ‘‘Pine 
Top Smith’? from Chicago was 
the first to use the word ‘‘boogie’”’ 
in 1928, Bunk Johnson insisted that 
he heard the style used by pianists 
before the twenties. 

This style of piano playing de- 
rived from the imitations of a 
guitar chording technique used by 
three guitar players when 
performing together. 

One would improvise the melody, 
another would play rhythmic 
chords and the third would play 
a bass line which employed an 
insistent repetition. 

Therefore, in order for piano 
players to imitate this full style, 
a pianist had to improvise a 
rhythmic melodic line with his 
right hand and use his left hand 
to play a percussive ‘‘walking 
bass’. The whole effect was to 
create an exciting style, full of 
cross rhythms. 

Some period pianists who 
achieved fame through ‘‘Boogie 
Woogie’? were: Charlie ‘‘Cow 
Cow’? Davenport, Jimmy Yancy 
and Meade L.ux Lewis.

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year’s activities which must be 
made available to the public. 

This report, by statute, must 
contain a review of the town’s 
finances, the annual report of the 
auditors from the state who re- 
view the accounts, the jury list, 
some customary reports and in 
Andover, the minutes of town 
meetings. 

This report, in book form will 
be smaller this year, due to the 
supplement, and will still be a 
handbook for town officials and 
citizens as well. 

Fut it will be mainly a historical, 
statistical document. 

‘As for the TOWNSMAN supple- 
ment, Town Manager Austin stated, 
‘Tt is a new concept in public 
reporting.

‘With this new form of report- 
ing, we were able to reach awider 
audience, and also when they 
generally are in a mood to read. 

‘‘The former booklet form may 
or may not have been entirely 
digested.’’ 

The supplement contained not 
only news material in its columns, 
but graphically portrayed par- 
ticular noteworthy happenings of 
1970 in pictorial form. The pic- 
tures were from the town files as 
well as those of the TOWNSMAN., 
. The town manager, as well as 


the TOWNSMAN office have re- 


ceived several compliments on 
the new form of annual reporting. 
The manager has not only had 
telephone conversation, but mail 
as well lauding the new approach. 

Manager Austin noted the pro- 
fessional approach to the publica- 
tion, making the overall content 
thoroughly readable and pleasant 
to the eye in designing and layout. 

Information for the report was 
gathered from all town depart- 
ments involved and written by 
John H, Fenton, director of public 
information at Phillips Academy. 

Mr. Fenton is the retired New 
England correspondent for the New 
York Times, and author of several 
books, including the famed, 
‘‘Cushing of Foston,’’ an auto- 
biography of the late Cardinal 
Cushing. 

The makeup and layout work 
was done by personnel at the 
TOWNSMAN. Working on _ the 
format were Raymond B. De- 
Ruisseau, business and advertising 
manager and Mrs. Bertha K.

House like? 

Reality Inc. invites any and all 
area citizens to visit its drug 
rehabilitation center in Methuen, 
up above St. Basil’s Seminary, 
during the Open House held each 
Saturday night. 

The Curious Citizen wonders 
how Challenge House works, how 
the residents feel about outsiders 
coming in to visit, how an entire 
family would find visiting 
Challenge House. 

One Saturday night surely is not 
enough to pretend to wholey under- 
stand the therapeutic community 
that Challenge House is. Eut it 
is enough to bring back strong 
impressions of a large family, 
close knit by love and hard dis- 
cipline and the constant acceptance 
of hard reality. 

One Saturday night is enough 
to wholeheartedly recommend a 
family visit to Challenge House. 
Your kids will find it a far more 
fascinating, alive and sympathetic 
experience than passively taking 
in one of the few movies nowadays 
that are suitable for a family to 


watch. More than watching is 
involved in visiting Challenge 
House. 


You’ll find that the portion of old 
Searles Mansion which St. Basil’s 
Seminary has donated to Reality 
Inc. is alive with people, with 
cordiality and earnestness. Satur- 
day night Open Houses are the high 
point of the week, organized and 
looked forward to by residents and 
staff, and are the point of contact 
between the Challenge House 
family and the community outside 
which supports it, indeed, it seems 
a real part of the therapy of this 
therapeutic community. 

You don’t need to phone that 
you are coming. Eut when you 
drive up to the parking lot above 
St. Basil’s, a resident will quickly 
meet you with a car. Hedrivesyou 
up to the castle, asking if its your 
first visit, assures you that it’s 
great and tells you to have a good 
time, as he drops you off at the 
door. 

‘‘Alive’’ is the way to 
describe the whole atmosphere in- 
side. A large group is just coming 
out of the chapel, where the Chal- 
lenge House drug prevention play 
has just been performed, andtheir 
faces tell you it has been moving. 
A family says ‘‘excuse me’”’ and 
goes ahead of you to the kitchen 
with large pans covered with 
aluminum foil. Regular visitors, 
they have brought agift of food, and 
you are reminded that up to this 
point Challenge House has operated 
completely on the support and 
donations of the community. 

A girl at the desk calls an at- 
tractive resident who has been in 
the program for 40 days, to guide 
your family through Challenge 
House and explain the program. 
Beverly is buoyant and smiling, 
but tells you she is a little ner- 
vous, since this is the first time 
she has been a guide alone. She 


brings along another resident, a | 


pretty girl who also smiles, but 
who has dark circles under her 
eyes, suggesting she has been 
through a lot, and recently. She 


tells you she has been in the pro- | 
gram only four days, but she is |

invite other residents’ hard ques- 
tions; ‘‘Why did you do that?” 
-- to help the new resident make 
himself face his situation, and the 
alternative. 

It’s hard. It’s certainly counter 
to the lifestyle of families whose 
parents do not even expect their 
children to join the family work by 
performing routine chores. 

Challenge House expects a lot 
from its residents, their best all 
the time. But most of them evi- 
dently have come to view it as 
a life or death sitvation - back 
to the street is death, and the 
Challenge House approach repre- 
sents life for them. 

Your friendly and attractive 
guide explains that the punishments 
are ‘‘to keep you from back- 
sliding. If your bed and things 
aren’t clean and neat, or if you 
don’t do your job, or you treat 
someone badly, that’s just slip- 
ping back into junkie habits, street 
habits.’’ What was her habit, back 
on the street? ‘‘Heroin. Think 
of the lowest and I was beneath 
that. On the bottom.” It’s hard 
to believe, looking at her now. 


Some residents can’t take it 
and leave, she tells you, but 75 
percent of them come back. To 
be able to come back, they must 
invest something of themselves in 
Challenge House - their hair. 
Their heads are shaved, andevery- 
one meets with them and just 
yells at them ‘‘Why didyou leave? 
Why did you hurt us that way?’’ 

Couldn’t it be done without the 
hard words and the yelling, when 
people backslide, or leave? 

«‘That’s how you know they care. 
If everyone didn’t catch you up 
when you slip, you’d never accept 
the fact that you were backsliding, 
and if it was easy to just come 
back, you’d leave again; you’d 
never make it.’’ 

Just then a tall young man with 
a shaved head goes by, carrying a 
ladder. Another boy passes him on 
the stairway, briefly throws an arm 
over his shoulder with a ‘‘Hi 
Roger.’’ 

Challenge House operates onthe 
encounter philosophy, and Resident 
Director Jim Alonzi, whose strong 
personality is impressed every-

where at Challenge House, will tell 
you that this kind of community 
therapy is the only kind with more 
than 5 percent success in drug 
rehabilitation. The state is im- 
pressed with Challenge House’s 
success enough to have authorized 
a grant to the program, but the 
money hasn’t come yet, and the 
therapeutic community depends 
still on community support. 

The support which Challenge 
House operates on is moral and 
financial support, gifts of food and 
work and time. Money is always 
needed, but they are just asgrate- 
ful for other kinds of support. 
Some area teachers have recently 
begun coming regularly to conduct 
classes, so that Challenge House 
residents can step back into their 
school program when they 
graduate, after a year and a half, 
more or less, or can have a high 
school equivalency certificate. 

After the guided tour, every- 
one gathers in the meeting room, 
where some nights there is a 
symposium on some tenet of the 
Challenge House Philosophy, e.g., 
‘‘No man is an island.’’ Some- 
times there is singing, jokes, led by 
residents, and a recent graduate.

On Salaries 


Negotiators for the School Com- 
mittee and the Andover Education 
Association, representing the 
teachers, have reached agreement 
on a 6% cost of living raise, and 
on mutually agreeable working 
conditions for the teachers’ con- 
tract. Representatives from both 
sides said that this week’s nego- 
tiating sessions could wrap up the 
last details of the contract, which 
then will go to the professional 
staff and to the school committee 
for ratification. 

Although details of the contract 
have not been officially released, 
Superintendent Dr. KennethR. Sei- 
fert told the TOWNSMAN that the 
Andover teachers have committed 
themselves to dropping the arbi- 
trary limits on the time teachers 
spend at school, outside of class- 
time. 

The result, said Seifert, is that 
‘tyou’re going to see a greater 
amount of student services, and 
more individual parent teacher 
conferences, - across the board.’’ 

Seifert said he was delighted 
with the professional attitude of 
Andover teachers. ‘‘At a time 
when across the nation teachers 
are demanding more and more 
restrictions on the time they spend 
at school outside of the classroom, 
the Andover teachers are volun- 
tarily making their working con- 
ditions more flexible and showing 
trust in the administrators.’’ AEA 
President Robert Carroll con- 
firmed that the offer to drop the 
specified limits on teachers’ time 
had come from the teachers. 

Carroll called it ‘‘a commit- 
ment to look at the use of time in 
a professional light, and mutually 
agree with the administration on 
what we can do, to best serve the 
community’s educational pur- 
poses.’’ 

Carroll pointed out that the 6% 
cost of living raise agreed on by 
the teachers falls short of the 
cost of living rise for the Boston 
area, which the State House has 
quoted to him as between 6.2% and 
6.7%. He commented that the school 
committee team, led by Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Cole were ‘‘hard bar- 
gainers,’’ but that the sessions 
had been characterized this year, 
as last year, by mutual respect. 

Superintendent Seifert pointed 
out that after figuring in the 
teachers’ raise, the budget in- 
crease this year would be less 
than the increase was last year, 
and that both this year and last 
year the budget increases of ap- 
proximately $800,000 were less 
that .the year before he came, 
although 550 new pupils have been 
added to the system since that 
time.

The author of ‘‘War Games,”’’

Town Hall 


The selectmen this week, we think, made a wise decision 
in withdrawing articles concerning renovation of town hall 
along with a proposed addition. 

Instead, the board will seek $35,000 for planning funds, 
with the matter being presented on a more solidly planned 
basis at the October town meeting. 

This makes sense. 

As matters stood, prior to Monday’s action, $200,000 
was to be applied to an addition from the 1965 new town 
hall account, totalling almost $550,000. 

The remainder of that account was to go to some other 
capital project, either the Doherty school addition or the 
water treatment plant. 

In addition, the selectmen were going to ask for $100,000 
for renovating and remodeling the existing structure. 

Now, the board will seek planning funds to properly 
come before the voters in October with definitive plans. 

In the interim, it can be solidly determined whether an 
addition is in fact, necessary. 

Possibly, sufficient use of the present facilities, ade- 
quately and properly planned, may prove an addition is not 
necessary. 

Certainly the time is not appropriate to plan for an entire 
new structure, what with the spiraling costs of municipal 
government and the proposed new school construction. 

Assuredly the approximately $550,000 appropriated in 
1965 will not cover costs of a new building. 

Some board members fear that a change of heart, may 
lead to loss of overall funds for renovation and possible 


addition. 

The answer to that question would be that by defeating 
the articles, voters would indicate a preference for an en- 
tirely new facility. 

This, we feel, will not happen. 

The selectmen have insisted that town boards and com- 
mittees planning major projects, present firm plans before 
inserting articles in the warrant for town meeting action. 

Realizing that they do not have the necessary planning to 
properly present their proposals to town meeting, the select- 
men have now decided to wait. 

It is a proper move. — 

In addition to obtaining planning funds, the article in the 
special town meeting warrant, within the annual town 
meeting, will move toward abandoning the $550,000 
account of 1965 favoring a new town hall, and will also 
petition the General Court, for alternate use of those funds. 

All things considered, the selectmen appear to have placed 
the town hall issue in its proper perspective by their actions 
this week. 


Election 


Next Monday is an important day in the life of Andover. 

It is the annual town election, when the voters have the 
opportunity to select those who will lead the community 
through its difficult days. 

We mention difficult, since we live in perilous times 
economically. 

No one needs to be reminded of the high cost of munici- 
pal operations. There are necessities to which the town must 
commit itself in the coming year, as well as in future years. 

To adequately guide the future destinies of Andover, the 
community needs proper leadership, something every adult 
resident of the town has the opportunity to choose an- 
nually. 

This year, Andover’s election offers a wide choice of 
candidates, in all contests, which makes for an interesting 
election possibility. 

The candidates have been busily campaigning, making 
their views known to the voters. 

On Monday, the hour of decision will be at hand. 

In the selection of a moderator, the voters have the 
opportunity of selecting the man who guides the town 
meetings. He is in sole command of the annual and special 
sessions. He also is the appointing authority for members of 
the Finance committee, the financial watchdogs of the town. 

The selectmen are the policy making board of the town, 
working with the town manager in the development of plans 
and projects for the community. 

The school committee guides the destiny of the public 
education system, a mushrooming financial responsibility 


for the town. 


In the housing authority, there are expanding powers 
being granted to this board, which must be directed respon- 


sibly. 
With these responsibilities 


clearly outlined before the 


voters, it is incumbent upon all to exercise their franchise 


on Monday. 


The future of Andover depends on a good turnout. 
Apathy towards election is dangerous. 


A good response on Monday will indicate Andover resi- 
dents are interested in their community - an interest which 
will provide for a good future for the town.

What Our Readers Say 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN; 

Article 62 of the current town 
warrant attempts to solve one 
aspect of our pollution problem 
and aims at creating new attitudes 


of consumption. It has only been 
a few years since non-returnable 
cans and bottles have been avail- 
able in our area and already 90 
percent of all soft drinks in N.E. 
as compared to a national average 
of 50 percent are of this type. 
Thus, people are encouraged to 
litter or are forced to lug them 
to a dump or trash container. 
Neither the cans, nor the bottles 
disintegrate rapidly - only ac- 
cumulate in greater degree. Thus, 
heavy costs of clean-up anddumps 
are incurred and who pays for 
these? One soft drink available 
in Andover in both the returnable 
and non-returnable container is 25 
percent cheaper in the returnable 
form. Surely, then re-using a 
container still makes _ sense 
economically. People also haven’t 
given up the habit of returning 
bottles as can be seen at local 
dairies. 

No one wishes to create hard- 
ship for local businesses only to 
put pressure on the beverage in- 
dustry to force it to take cogni- 
zance of the public’s concern for 
our environment and our limited 
natural resources. Since almost 
all U.S. beers and quite a few soft 
drinks would still be available in 
Andover in returnable containers 
beverage sellers would not suffer 
as heavily as they infer. 

Recycling plants and incin- 
erators for these containers are 
answers to the mountains of rub- 
bish engulfing us but they are 
grossly expensive and many years 
in the future; plus, of course, 
you and I will have to bear the 


costs. 

When will we appreciate the fact 
that the world’s resources are not 
unlimited? When will we voters 
accept the fact that the type of 
environment today’s children will 
inherit is being determined today 
by our vote, our pressure on 
industry and our elected officials, 
our willingness to appropriate tax 
money, and our consumer attitudes 
and personal practices? President 
Nixon has just issued a national 
environmental document, Govern- 
or Sargent has set forth his con- 
servation goals for Massachusetts, 
many state legislators are intro- 
ducing such bills. What is An- 
dover doing? Which elected offi- 
cials in Andover are protecting 
our environment and providing 
ecological leadership? Article 
62 is only a beginning - ‘‘one 
small Step.’’

Special 
Session 


Is Called 


A special town meeting within 
the annual town meeting has been 
called by the selectmen. 

The special sessionis scheduled 
for Monday, March 15 at 9 p.m. 
and the warrant will contain three 
articles. 

The selectmen this week author- 
ized the inclusion of a request for 
the school department for $18,000 
for renovation of the Stowe school 
for administrative offices, their 
own article asking $35,000 for 
planning funds for renovation and 
addition to the town hall and a 
request from River Road residents 
for rezoning of an industrial tract 
of land owned by Russell G, Doyle. 


With the exception of the town 
hall article, the selectmen voted 
to allow the articles to be in- 
cluded in the warrant, reserving 
their own stand on the items. 

The $18,000 request was pre- 
sented by Supt. of ‘Schools Dr. 
Kenneth R. Seifert. The selectmen 
included their own article which 
had been drawn up by town coun- 
sel and will deal with a $550,000 
appropriation which was bonded 
five years ago for a new town hall 
and never used. 

The rezoning proposal was pre- 
sented by John Clark, who asked 
that about 100 acres from the 
Lawrence line to about the section 
of old River road near Route 93, 
be rezoned from industrial to re- 
sidential. 

Doyle had requested that the 
residential properties be rezoned 
at the October town meeting, but 
withdrew the article at that time. 
The problem is that the industrial

property is land-locked, bordered 
on one side by residential pro- 
perty and on the other by con- 
servation land.

There was a question as to 
whether the article could be pre- 
sented since the planning board 
must hold a hearing on the matter 
and report to the town meeting.

A vote not to allow the article 
at this time, moved by Selectman 
Sidney P, White, was defeated, on 
votes of Selectmen Roger W. Col- 
lins, George E. Heseltine and 
Chairman Robert A, Watters.

Expansion of the central office 
of the Andover exchange of the 
New England Telephone and Tele- 
graph Co., is underway on Elm 
street. 

The facility which = ac- 
commodates all Andover tele- 
phone subscribers, has had to be 
expanded to accommodate the 
growth of the town and to meet 
demands, according to Charles A. 
Papalia, manager of the local of- 
fice. 

The addition will almost double 
the existing building, making the 
total space almost double its ori- 
ginal size when it was opened in 
1957. 

The addition is expected to be 
completed by the third quarter of 
this year and equipment moved 
in and in operation by the first 
quarter of 1972, according to Pa- 
palia. 

Total cost of the addition is 
estimated to be $320,000 and the 
cost of equipment to be added 
estimated at an additional $359, - 
000. 

The new addition will also re- 
flect the toll call growth of the 
town, with the new installation 
containing circuits to accom- 
modate Andover to Salem, Faver- 
hill and Foston calls.
